Location is on the Mediter- 
ranean Sea in territory formerly 
known as Palestine. Present to- 
tal area of the country is ap- 
proximately 7150 square miles on 
which is distributed a popula- 
tion, continually growing, of 
about 1,300,000 people. 

Palestine, until May 14, 1948, 
was governed by the British un- 
der a mandate which came into 
force in 1923 .As Palestine, Jeru- 
salem was the capital city—for 
that part of the country now 
known as Israel, it is still the 
capital. 

First definitive series of the 
newly founded republic appeared 
in 1948. The series is known as 
the “Coin” issue understandably 
from the fact that ancient He- 
brew Coins are pictured on the 
stamps. 

Succeeding releases are noted 
for their attractive and symboli- 
cal designs many of which are 
traditional, but in any event 
meaningful to the nation’s citi- 
zens. 

As noted previously interest in 
the stamps and philatelic matter 
of Israel has been of a universal 
nature Individual collectors soon 
found the need and the desira- 
bility of union with other col- 
lectors similarly interested. 

In this instance there was a 
will to do something about it, and 
the will soon found a way. The 
way resulted in the formation of 
the Society of Israel Philatelists. 
_ The Society of Israel Philatel- 
ists was organized in September 
1949 and is devoted to the study 
of Israel and Palestine philately 
and the various subdivisions of 
the field. From its inception the 
Society has been growing in 
membership in Greater New 
York and also throughout the 
United States and other coun- 
tries. 

Meetings are held on the fourth 
Wednesday of each month and 
interested collectors are cordially 
invited to attend. Meeting no- 
tices, as well as illustrated ar- 
ticles, new issue reports and 
news on new post offices appear 
in “The Israel-Palestine Phila- 
telist”, which is the only peri- 
ddical of its kind in the United 
States. 

Published monthly by the So- 
ciety of Israel Philatelists, it has 
become the Bible of Israel phila- 
tely in this. country. 

The December issue, in addi- 
tion to a number of other ar- 
ticles, also contains the report on 
the November meeting of the So- 
ciety and the interview by our 
vice preside nt of Dagmara Sha- 
mir, wife of one of ‘the famous 
Shamir Brothers, who have de- 
signed many Israel stamps and 
Israel’s Coat of Arms.

The move by the Reds_ will 
mean higher prices for mint and 
used stamps the same as hap- 


pened elsewhere behind the iron 
curtain. 

Increased prices, the relative 
unpopularity of Bulgarian stamps, 
and the definite Communist con- 
trol should lower sales of this 


country to near the vanishing 
point.

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Venezuelan Counterfeits Being Offered 


Back in the early days of stamp collecting it was common prac- 
tice to make what were offered as reproductions of rare postage 
stamps. These reproductions were openly made and sold by dealers 
of all kinds. 


S. Allen Taylor was the perpetrator of much of this 
junk in America but his wares were on 
sale throughout the world. 

A well known British Philatelic Pub- 
lication at one time ‘ran a series of articles 
on counterfeits and illustrated that series 
of articles by attacning copies of the coun- 
terfeit stamps to spaces in the magazine, 
thus these counterfeits got wide circula- 
tion. For many years and even up to just 
a few years ago, large packets of counter- 
feits of most of the old German states 
stamps could be bought from Germany. 
At one time we had a large number of 
these items but when our stamps were 
all sold back in 1942 the last of any such 
items went with them, branded. for what 
they were. 

In recent years many students have 
devoted a considerable bit of time and 
money to making a collection of known 
counterfeits and it is to such students that 
the collectors of today owe much for help 
GEORGE wW. LINN and protection against more modern coun- 

terfeiting. It was the stamp student, not 
any Government sleuth who discovered the 2c United States counter- 
feit of 1937. It was the stamp student who discovered the 5c red 
error. It is the stamp student who is the best protection the Govern- 
ment has against counterfeiting of United states stamps, yet the 
Government is so unfair with these students that they are obliged 
to live in fear of being charged with having counterfeit stamps in 
their possession for now it is an open offense against United States 
laws to even have such stamps in one’s possession, let alone offer 
such items for sale. 

All of this as preface to an instance which has just been called 
to our attention. A subscriber to our paper submits a set of the first 
Venezuela Air Mail stamps and states that he believes them to be 
counterfeits and asks our advice on the matter, It so happens that 
this set of stamps is one of those lots of counterfeits that has been 
studied by an able student and~who has incorporated the information 
concerning the set in an article in a booklet titled “Handbook on 
Philatelic Forgeries” and the name of the author is witheld, but an 
anonymous name of “Seeing Eye is given as the author. 

In this booklet this Venezuela counterfeit set is illustrated 

and explained so that any collector by comparison should be able 
to separate the good from the bad. We even believe that the officers 
of the American Stamp Dealers Association should be able to do this 
if they but took the interest in the hobby which supports them that 
should be taken by such men. Certainly, all of these officers are 
well known stamp dealers, they must know of these counterfeits, 
they may even have had them offered to them from the source that 
made them. Whether any of these officers have bought and sold 
any of these counterfeits as genuine stamps we have no knowledge 
but we do believe that proper activity on the part of these officers 
could run down the source of these fakes and eliminate them from 
the market, 
; It is now against United States law to make or sell or own such 
items. It should be the policy of the American Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation to make its first duty an obligation to all stamp collectors 
that it will do everything in its power to eliminate all counterfeit 
stamps from the market. A great hullabaloo was recently made 
over certain counterfeit stamps made by a Mr, Sperati in France, The 
reason so much attention is given to his products is because his 
products hit the pocket book so hard if you get stuck with one of 
them. They are stamps running up into big money while this Vene- 
zuelan set is one that only takes the little fellows and who cares 
about them, certainly not any of the big stamp societies of which 
they are members have ever gone out on a limb to brush off the 
people who sell and offer these stamps. Is it all right to take the 
small boys or do they too deserve protection? 

It is of course a fact that there may be a number of stamp dealers 
who have bought and sold some of these counterfeit stamps who 
have done so in complete ignorance of the fact that said stamps were 
counterfeits. We know for a fact that there are some stamp dealers 
who are just about that bright, but even this class of dealer should 
look with suspicion on any set of stamps which catalogues as much 
as this set lists for and when the set is offered them at a very low 
price. If this Venezuela set were being marketed at what it should 
be sold at, say 25c for a set of counterfeits, no one would complain, 
but when one is stuck to the tune of eight/to ten dollars for a set of 
printed labels, it is high time that the stamp dealers of America clean 
house and see that such business is stopped. 

Check your set of Venezuela Cl to C16. The genuine stamps 
measure a little less than 30mm in height. The counterfeits fortun- 
ately are a full 30mm high or a bit over that, some in the set we 
had sent us were well over 304mm high,

Now we find that the Post Office Department has slipped @ 10 Per- 
cent deal on the public. It concerns this new 2c Postal Card that 
goes on sale on January Ist. Heretofore we sought ic postal cards 
for one cent, but now we learn that (if you want a quantity for 
mailing) postal cards in lots of 50 or more will cost us 2c each, plus 
10%. You can buy any number of cards from one to forty-nine at 
2c each, but if you buy 50 or more you pay 2c each plus 10%. This 
added 10% ought to produce a mink coat for every postal employee 
in the course of a few years time. If the weather keeps up like it 
has been in the past week then we believe the carriers should be 
the first to get a coat for they are the ones who are the most ex- 
posed, but we have a notion that a lot of bright people who want a 
lot of cards for mailings will get the habit of stopping at the P. O. 
stamp window every time they go in the post office and buy 49 cards, 
that will cost them 98c if they bought 50 cards the extra card would 
be another 7c, so if you want to beat this new 10% dig you can do 
so by carrying change with you and also subsidizing all your em- 
ployees who can pick up a good supply of cards at face value if you 
will just put them next.

Rate Increase Makes 
Australian Variety 


Australia No. 232 happens to be 
the last regular postage stamp 
listed in the 1952 Scott catalogue. 

It is a 3p red of Scott Type 
A61 picturing King George VI. 
It was destined for a very short 
life. Besides being issued in the 
usual panes a quantity of these 
stamps were printed in sheets de- 
signed to be broken up into stamp 
booklets. They consisted of three 
rows deep across, then a mar- 
ginal strip about a quarter inch 
wide which would serve as the 
stub of a booklet page, 

All were divided in this man- 
ner but now since there has been 
a change in the basic postal rate 
in Australia from 3p to 3%p the 
supply designed to be made into 
booklets is large. There is now no 
need to make booklets of them 
so they are being sold through 
the post offices. Large blocks of 
them can be procured and brok- 
en up with gutters between the 
stamps or the full sheet can be 
broken down into pages of six 
stamps as they would have been 
issued in booklet form. 

Thus this stamp actually is- 
sued in booklet form is destined 
to be a rather scarce item and 
even in any form it should turn 
out good as the need for it is 
past and the new 3% penny 
stamp takes it place. ’ 

Later printings of this stamp 
were made in a slate color and 
the new 3p stamp also pictur- 
ing the King in an entirely and 
striking new design has been is- 
sued.

O. L. Evenson of Marshalltown, 
Iowa looked upon the BOB com- 
mem with tongue in cheek. Like 
many others.he seemingly re- 
mained unimpressed with all the 
hullabaloo about the historical 
significance and necessity of the 
stamp. : 

So with a fine show of non- 
chalance he prepared his own 
cachet and printed stuffer for the 
first day of issue, Included in the 
cachet was the wording, “Were 
you surprised to hear about the 
175th Anniversary Battle of 
Brooklyn”? 

The message which he _ had 
printed on the stuffer reads as 
follows: 

“This cover is going to a select- 
ed list of Philatelists, Phriends 
and Phuture Historians. The bat- 
tle of Brooklyn, a minor engage- 
ment of the American Revolution, 
was one of the earliest defeats of 
the colonial forces by the British. 
It was fought on August 27, 1776, 
mainly within the limits of what 
is now Prospect Park. Better 
known as the Battle of Long Is- 
land the defeat of the Americans 
left the British in possession of 
all Long Island. Up to now I 
thought it was the Giants that 
won. 

“In my opinion, based on com- 
ments by intelligent persons, the 
necessity for this issue is de- 
batable. Therefore, it is just as 
well that equally important events 
of any December 10th be recog- 
nized and confirmed. Personnally, 
I regard 1895 as eventful as 1776. 
Stamp Collectors have _ their 
rights, even as poets. So while 
some favor the battle of Brooklyn 
—1776 I’ll celebrate the Battle of 
the Bulge—1895. 

“If you are a First Day Cover 
collector, you may classify this 
as junk. If you are a non-collector,

The beginning of the new year 
is supposed to be a time for the 
making of resolutions which lead 
to a personal improvement. Phi- 
latelically, I believe we would all 
be better collectors and more sat- 
isfied ones if we would try to put 
one or more of tHe following into 
effect, especially the first. 

Resolve to collect stamps for 
pleasure only. Few are even 
slightly qualified to buy them for 
investment by experience or fi- 
nancially. How many people do 
you know who have prospered to 
any considerable extend other 
than the stamp trade—and they’re 
making no more than a living 
at it? 

Resolve to gather your material 
in handy form and then mount 
it on album pages? This is ‘an 
item nearly all could use. A 
miscellaneous lot of stamps in en- 
velopes or on stock pages is not 
a collection which you can show 
around with pride and enjoy. 

Resolve to get those mint 
singles, blocks and sheets (!) out 
of the cigar or candy box, or from 
between the pages of the maga- 
zine where you have so badly 
stored them, and put them in the 
collection on pages or on stock 
sheets, or in mint block or sheet 
files. If you are planning on 











erally it is tough enough for the 
actives to keep the thing going 
and try to please everyone. I 
have never heard of a club yet 
where the “brass” did not wel- 
come help with the affairs of the 
club. (Affairs includes the cate- 
gory of thankless but necessary 
jobs). 





Each year when the annual De- 
sign Derby is conducted by this 
column a number of voters offer 
the suggestion that a poll be taken 
to select the most attractive com- 
memorative ever issued by the 
United States. 

I think it a wonderful idea 
which requires a lot of work and 
preparation, but which has one al- 
most insurmountable difficulty. 

Western Stamp Collector con- 
ducted such a poll a number of 
months ago which to some extent 
was successful, but certainly 
hardly indicated very much. For 
the cooperation received from col- 
lectors, I believe WSC did quite 
well, 

In all fairness one should hard- 
ly be qualified to vote unless he 
has examined a mint, well center- 
ed copy of each stamp mounted 
singly on a piece of black card. 
And actually, there are a great 
many collectors who never in 
their lifetimes see many of these 
stamps especially the scarcer 
items, 

As a guess, I would say that ap- 
proximately 80% of those inter- 
ested in U. S. have much if any- 
thing in the way of mint com- 
mems before 1940. 

Of course there are a number 
of designs which could be elim- 
inated just because they are ex- 
tremely mediocre, or worse, but 
there would still be a number of 
the scarcer items to include in the 
viewing, 

To me it appears to be almost 
impossible to do a fair and square 
job of the matter. 

Perhaps Peter G. Keller, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the American 
Stamp Dealers Association might 
want to use the idea of a poll for 
the most attractive commem ever 
issued in U. S. as a feature 
of the next ‘ASDA Show in New 
York City. 

Have all the outstanding de- 
signs on display, and offer a prize 
to that person whose choice of the 
first ten coincides with the results 
of the voting. Chance there of 
getting many thousands to both 
see and vote. 

You’re welcome Mr. Keller, 
and ASDA! 





Dr. Abraham Haber of Brook- 
lyn writes that he has caught the 
movie-makers in a_ technical 
blunder.

regularly, 

Tel Litwinsky, by the way, still 
exists. After the war it was taken 
over by the British, and when 
they withdrew, a short fight be- 
tween Arabs and Haganah forces 
ended with the Israelis the vic- 
tors. At present Tel Litwinsky 
is the most important Hospital 
of the Israeli "Army. 

Except for this APO-number 
682 not much had been known 
about the data of American Army 
camps or APO numbers in Pal- 
estine, until a short while ago— 
nine years after they were writ- 
ten and almost six years since the 
end of World War II—a few (it 
is said, three) covers turned up, 
showing the APO-number 1227 
and all written during the sec- 
ond half of 1942, While number 
1221 was a known number of an 
APO in Egypt, no number 1227 
was recorded until then. 

Due to the efforts of the War 
Cover Club, finally the facts were 
established and the information 
obained reads as follows: “APO 
1227 was an embarkation APO 
(all such records claim to be de- 
stroyed), number used tempo- 
rarily for units moving overseas 
and until such units are assigned 
to a higher command which car- 
ries a designated APO-number. 
“A copy of official instructions 
reads as follows: ‘POSTMASTERS 
INSTRUCTIONS No 78, 1942: 
Capt. LaRose is the officer re- 
sponsible for Postal Services in 
the 98th Bomber Group, APO 
1227, Haifa, November 6, 1942.” 
“This is dated D-Day for the 
North African invasion, but this 
and other AF units arrived at 
Lydda airport on July 5, 1942, 
where they joined some RAF 
units. These were the first (B-17 
fortress) units to reach this area, 
four months before D-Day. They

AN UNEXPLORED FIELD 
World War II Covers Of Palestine 


by H. A. Fraenkel 


There has been very little known about British and especially 
American post offices in Palestine during World War II. Under- 
standably, since the official veil of secrecy, a necessary measure 
in the interest of security, prevented the leak of information con- 
cerning the whereabouts of troops and their movements. After the 
War was over, Engel’s APO-number Catalogue, mentioned just one 
American Army Camp in Palestine, the Rest Camp Tel Litwinsky, 
to which the permanent APO-number 682 was assigned. Most of 
the covers known from this camp seem to originate from a certain 
Sergeant who was stationed there for some time and wrote home 











stine. Some units were routed 
through slightly different routes. 
As these operations were secret, 
no APO-number has been sup- 
plied.” 

While this seems to be all as 
to American Post Offices in Pale- 
stine at present, a rather compre- 
hensive list of British Field Post 
Offices in’ Palestine has been 
compiled, This too took years, and 
the authors, Col. Crouch and 
Norman Hill, are still not certain, 
whether it is a complete enumer- 
ation or not. 

It is also a little surprising to 
learn that the British, though 
certainly not exclusively, used 
“V-Mail” for correspondence from 
Palestine. Some of these forms 
show an imprint “Military Air- 
graph Service authorized by 
Egyptian Postal Administration” 
in one line. Others, within a cir- 
cle and arranged like a cancella- 
tion, show “Palestine-Postage 
Paid 40 Mils Airgraph Service”. 
_And, still more surprising, a 
similar one exists, but with a de- 
nomination of 25 mils. Maybe this 
was a tariff for short messages, 
Christmas Greetings etc., for the 
one seen had been used for such 
message, also showing a beauti- 
ful view of Bethleheni. 

As it looks to-day, there are 
many possibilities for study and 
research of this hardly explored 
field, which is of interest not on- 
ly for the collector of airmail 
or War Covers, but especially for 
the student of the Philatelic His- 
tory of Palestine,

New Designs For 
Canada Regulars 


The Honorable G. Edouard 
Rinfret, Postmaster General of 
Canada announced details of post- 
age stamp designs that have been 
purchased by the Department as 
a result of an invitation to Can- 
adian artists to submit designs 
for review by a selection com- 
mittee, 

















In November, 1950, artists were 
invited to submit designs on any 
one aspect of the five general sub- 
jects, Secondary Industries and 
Products of Canada, well-known 
Wild Flowers of Canada, the 
Larger Animals of Canada, Por- 
traits of Canadian Indians and Es- 
quimaux or designs based on 
symbols of Native Live, and Out- 
door Scenes and Activities, 

The designs selected by the se- 
lection committee, composed of 
the Rt. Hon. Vincent Massey, 
chairman, and of Professors 
Charles F. Comfort, and Arthur 
Gladu, have now been completed 
and are ready for reproduction 
as postage stamps. 

It is expected that the two de- 
signs selected will be released as 
postage stamps in the next year, 

















One design will appear on a 20c 
postage stamp and is intended to 
represent the wealth of “Forestry 
Products” that are manufactured 
from Canada’s great timber re- 
sources, 

The main element of the design 
is composed of a broad strip of 
wood, which, at the extreme left, 
is cut to form a simple conifer- 
ous tree shape and at the extreme 
right, is bleached and combed into 
a curl of paper 

Incorporated in the center of 
this main element, is the simpli- 
fied form of the type of mill which 
produces newsprint. 

The designer of this stamp is 
A. L. Pollock, a 33 year old artist 
of Toronto, Ontario. Mr. Pollock 
is a Licentiate of the Society of 
Industrial Artists in Britain. 

The other design was created by 
the prominent Toronto sculptor, 
Emanuel Hahn. This design dis- 
plays the single motive, the head 
of a Bighorn or Rocky Mountain 
Sheep. It will be issued as a 4c 
postage stamp and will be one of a 
series that will display other 
well-known large animals of Can-

Humorist 


Born near Oologah, Indian Terr. 


in Alaska. Cow- 
stag e-star, 


1879—killed 
boy, rodeo-rider, 
screen-star, humorist, columnist, 
lecturer, author, early air-way 
flying enthusiast, good-will am- 
bassador, man with tem thousand 
friends and ten million admir- 
ers. 

“I never met a man I didn’t 
like.” There you have William 
Penn Adair Rogers in a coupla 
nutshells, as Andy Brown would 
want to say. Born a one-quarter 
blood Cherokee Indian, of which 
fact he was very proud (because 
it made him that much closer to 
being a REAL American), he 
went through all the rough stages 
of Indian Territory frontier life 
of the 1890’s, . 

At one time, near the turn of 
the century, he escorted a herd 
of cattle to New Orleans for ship- 
ment. Mission completed, and 
with a few dollars in his clothes, 
he boarded a boat for New York. 
Result, he traveled to England, 
South America, Africa, Austra- 
lia, China, and didn’t return home 
for almost five years. Never a 
feller for writing much, his fa- 
ther only learned of his where- 
abouts when he returned to San 
Francisco—broke as usual. “Yep,” 
said papa Rogers, “that’s Will al- 
right, back home again.” 

His many later occupations and 
doin’s are still too recent to 
require listing. His fatal crash 
occurred when he was flying in 
farthest Alaska with Wiley Post, 
Both 
men were killed. Will’s body was 
interred in famous For- 
est Lawn cemetery, but now 
rests beside that of his good wife 
Betty and his infant son Freddy, 
beneath the Rogers Memorial at 
Claremore, Oklahoma. Sleep well,

Canal Zone Study 
Group Being Formed 


Canal Zone enthusiasts feeling 
a need for a closely knit organi- 
zation are forming a study group 
for all collectors interested in 
the Stamps and Postal History of 
that United States administered 
area. 

Unlike the many other special- 
ty Societies that have been mush- 
rooming from the vast field of 
Philateley, the Canal Zone study 
group will be an informal organi- 
zation—without By-Laws or 
elected officials. 

The primary mission of the 
study group will be to promote 
Canal Zone Philately. Other 
equally important aims will be to 
coordinate further research in the 
various fields of their interests, 
to provide the facilities for the 
exchange of information relat- 
ing to Canal Zone Stamps and 
Postal History and to establish 
a closer fellowship among the 
many Canal Zone collectors, 

In addition to the overall mis- 
sions, the study group will un- 
dertake several timely projects. 
Currently underway is the much 
needed revision of the Canal Zone 
portion of the specialized cata- 
logue. Gordon R. Harmer. Pub- 
lisher and Editor of Scott’s cata- 
logues, has advised members of 
the group that he would welcome 
the suggestion of revisions and 
would lend his full cooperation 
to their efforts. 

May 4, 1954 marks the 50th 
Anniversary of the Acquisition of 
the Canal Zone.

Editors Note:—Some months 
ago we reported the 80 pruta 
Herzl stamp from Israel. The 
design of the stamp, issued August 
14, 1951, proves to be a noble 
-work of the artists, G. & M. 
Shamir, Tel Aviv. The following 
article deals with still another 
“Herzl” stamp, printed some forty 
years ago. 

The French have a nice ex- 
pression when something shows a 
quality, which, in general, is not 
as good or not as up-to-date as 
one would expect. They try to 
excuse it by saying that this 
something comes “du bout du 
tiroir.” “You see, it was laying at 
the bottom of the drawer for quite 
a while and, therefore, it is not 
as good as it should be.” 

Indeed, this may be an appro- 
priate remark, if the item in 
question was about physics or 
some other science, which has un- 
dergone progress, since the item 
had been printed. It would be a 
justification, if the item is just 
outdated, 

But it will be no excuse, when 
the content of the item was in- 
correct from the very outset— 
even though it comes “du bout 
du tiroir.” 

This item. comes from the 
archieves of a library, where it 
was buried for forty years. This 
is a short time in the history of 
the human race, but quite some 
time in the history of philately, 
that stretches over a period of 
a hundred years only, and still 
a longer time for the history of 
political Zionism, which did not 
begin but some fifty years ago. 

Under the heading “A Savings 
Bank Stamp”, in a Philadelphia 
magazine of 1910 we find an ar- 
ticle and the reproduction of a 
stamp, similar to this one: 





“Since the stamp was full of 
Hebrew words,” the article reads, 
“it was submitted to an educated 
Hebrew for information.” The 
gentleman leaning over the bal- 
cony railirig was correctly iden- 
tified as Dr. Theodor Herzl. and so 
were the walls of Jerusalem.” 
Other parts of the story, how- 
ever, contain mistakes, errors, 
half-truths as such: “Dr. Herzl 
was President of the Zion Society, 
founded by Baron de Rothschild 
and Baron Hirsch...” “He 
devoted vast sums to the fund for 
the purchase of Jerusalem from 
the Turks.” etc 

As to the stamp, the article 
points out that it is evidently “of 
the class, which the P. O. Depart- 
ment is going to issue for sale to 
depositors in the Postal Savings 
Banks.” 

The historical errors are so ob- 
vious, that they need no further 
comment, It seems, however, 
necessary to clarify thé qualifica- 
tion of the stamp, which is a 
stamp of the Keren Kajemeth 
L’Israel (Jewish National Fund), 
This kind of stamp (or label) by 
no means represents a share or 
part of a share or any monetary 
value otherwise (except as a pos- 
sible collector’s-item). This stamp 
and similar ones were issued and 
new ones are still issued all over 
the world. They are closely re- 
lated to the many fund: raising 
stamps of all kinds, used as seals 
in order to create good will and 
to promote the aims of the re- 
spective fund. 

The JNF stamps are intended 
to promote good will on behalf of 
the Jewish National Fund. They 





also serve as a. kind of receipt for 
a donation, though the number 
of seals given (for the donation) 
does not necessarily correspond 
with the amount received... .

val season. Needless to say, a re- 
ligious motif was selected for 
these stamps (Nos. 10-14). | ; 

The “Flying Scroll” which is 
portrayed on all five stamps of 
this set leads us back deep into 
the history of Israel. It was the 
seal of the pious King Josia of 
Judaea (644-608 B. C.) under 
whose successful reign the fifth 
Book of Moses (Deuteronomy) 
was discovered in the Temple of 
Jerusalem. . 

A “flying. scroll” is mentioned 
in Zacharia (5:1), “Then I turn- 
ed, and lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked, and behold a flying roll.” 

The next Israeli commemora- 
tive stamp (No. 15) has a picture 
of the Jewish National Flag. It 
is assumed that the blue and 
white colors are taken from the 
Jewish prayer shawl which itself 
may have its origin in the robes 
of the High Priest (Exodus 39:1). 

The MAGEN DAVID is no an- 
cient Hebrew symbol, however. It 
is first found on a Jewish Guild 
flag, probably from the 16th cen- 
tury, in the famous Altneu-Schul 
(synagogue) in Prague. In ancient 
times, the Jewish religious sym- 


bol was the seven-branched 
MENORA. 

The 250 pruta “Jerusalem” 
stamp (No. 26) is a_ religious 


stamp par excellence. The roads 
leading to Jerusalem, among them 
the famous Road of Heroism, are 
represented; the walls of Jerusa- 
lem with the Tower of David are 
shown in the background. Its in- 
scription is “GEAL YERUSHA- 
LAYIM” (Redemption in Jerusa- 
lem). 

The tab adjacent to the bottom 
row of the stamps contains a quo- 
tation from Isaiah (49:11), “And 
I will make all my mountains a 
way, and my highways shall be 
exalted.” 

The three denominations of the 
second Festival set, 1949 (Nos. 28- 
30), have the Insignia of the State 
in their upper left hand corner. 
This consists of the MENORA 
flanked by olive branches. Both, 
of course, are ancient religious 
symbols. The MENORA is a rep- 
lica of the one pictured on the 
Arch of Tiberius in Rome, proba- 
bly the golden MENORA from the 
Second Temple.

rael depicts a running stag, which 


is also shown on the U. P. U. 
stamps (Nos. 31 and 32). It has 
been chosen in reference to the 
Bible, where a running stag is a 
conventional symbol of speed (e.

A wel-known quotation of Deu- 
teronomy is contained in the tab 
of another interesting stamp (No. 
33). The stamp is dedicated to the 
immigration prior to the Pro- 
clamation of the State; an immi- 
grant fighting for entrance to the 
country is portrayed. The appro- 
priate quotation is, “...with an 
outstretched arm and with great 
— -” (Deuteronomy 

6:8).

an antique mosaic which proved | 
to be part of the synagogue of | 
ancient Bet Alfa.

The 40 pruta air stamp (No. 
C3) is quite characteristic of this 
mosaic. The bird copied from it 
is supposed to be an ostrich, but 
no good reason for this opinion 
has been given. 

Another stamp of the same set 
(No. C6) depicts a perching dove 
with an olive branch in its beak. 
The picture is taken from another 
mosaic found in the ancient syna- 
gogue of Gerash in Transjordan. 





The Festival stamps of 5711 
(September 1950, Nos, 35-36) de- 
signed by the late American ar- 
tist A. Szyk, featuring a number 
of festival symbols, among them 
the Lulav (Palm branch) and Et- 
rog (kind of Lemon) in addition 
to a large Magen David. The tab 
(inscribed sheet margin) contains 
a quotation of Nahum 2:F “Keep 
they feasts, O Judah.” 








Another stamp to be classified 
as a religious stamp is the top 
value of the present definitive se- 
ries (500 pruta, No, 42). It shows 
camels drinking water in a typi- 
cal desert landscape. The inscrip- 
tion “Because I gave waters in 
the wilderness...” is from Isaiah

The latest religious stamp Is- 
rael has released up-to-date is 
the 40 pruta value of the Fes- 
tival set, which was_issued in 
celebration of the Jewish New 
Year 5712, on September 16, 1951.

errors was the personable Norman H. Brock, long-time 
and stamp dealer in San Antonio, Texas.

Brock was born in Milwaukee, Wis., and when he was seven his 
family moved to San Antonio where his father opened a restaurant 


Norman began collecting stamps as 
in his father’s restaurant and there 
few fine commemortive sets and si 
stopped to pay their checks and sel 
the stamps and Brock wérked up 


a boy. He went to work as cashier 
he made a practice of displaying a 
ngles in the cigar case. As patrons 
ect a cigar, they stopped to look at 
quite a brisk stamp business. 














When he studied engineering at 
Texas A. & M., Brock was a part- 
ner in the United Stamp Co., and 


later, for many years, he con- 
ducted the Alma Stamp Co., in 
San Antonio, specializing in Mex- 
ican commemoratives, airmail, U. 
S., ete. 

Brock got word the Defense er- 
rors had come to San Antonio in 
late July, 1942, when one of his, 
customers walked into the store 
and displayed a le imperf pair 
which he said he had just bought 
at the main post office. 

Since stories about the Defense 
errors had appeared in all the 
stamp periodicals by that time, 
this report of a “find” in San An- 
tonio stirred Brock into action. 
He turned his shop over to an 
assistant and spent the next day 
with a friend, checKing over as 
much of the 1c Defense sheet 
stock of the post offige as he 
could, 

Brock got approximately 100 
pairs and 50 blocks. The San An- 
tonio le sheets evidently had been 
among the very last to go through 
the broken perforating machines. 
Brock found several sheets in 
which there were two completely 
imperf blocks each, the blocks 
separated by a pair of 1-holers 
or 2-holers. As far as the 1c ho- 
rizontal pairs and blocks were 
concerned, these strips showing 
two complete blocks proved to be 
rarities. 

Three days later, Brock and his 
friend again spent several hours 
at the main post office checking 
into the Defense stamp _ stock. 
They found nothing among the 2c 
sheets, but the 3c stock proved to 
be another treasure! They dug 
out the equivalent of approxi- 
mately 400 pairs, including 75 
blocks. These were all stripped 
out of the sheet—no complete 
sheets were retained, Brock re- 
ported, He also bought these 
errors from collectors as all 
shared to some extent in them. 

An advocate of quick turn-over 
of stock in his stamp business, 
Brock advertised the le errors at 
$15 per block, $7.50 per pair, and 
needless to say, he turned them 
into cash in short order. He told 
me when we talked at the SPA 
convention in Cleveland, in Aug- 
ust, 1946, that he had “quite often” 
broken up a long strip of two 
complete blocks (as described), in 
order to sell either a pair or a 
single block. 

He verified the report and 
learned that it was the 2c value 
that had been found in part per- 
forate form. Being a little out of 


his own “territory,” Brock con-|} 


tacted three Fort Worth dealers 
who were his friends, They were 
Willard Jackson, a Mr. Inglehart 
and the late C. D. Reimers. 

The four men spent most of an 
afternoon with the assistant post- 
master, looking over as much of 
the Defense issue stock as remain- 
ed in the main vaults, While some 
trace of perforation skips was 
found in the le and 3c_ values, 
they found no errors, In eight 
pads of the 2c sheets, however, 
they found imperforate errors in 
quantity. They turned up ap- 
proximately 400 pairs which they 
split, each dealer getting nearly 
100 


Brock told me in Cleveland that 
while they “looked and looked,” 
true 2c blocks were “scarce as 


found only three or four 2c blocks 
that were genuine and sound.” 
Brock later bought some other 2e 
blocks for $20 to $35 and sold 
them at prices ranging up to $50. 

Unknown to Brock, the friend 
with whom he had made the 
grand sweep of the San Antonio 
errors had been through about 
half of the 1c sheets before Brock 
“was alerted” by his customer, 
Nearly three years after their exe 
citing discovery, this friend in- 
vited the Brocks to dinner. This 
was in June, 1945, Late in the 
evening the talk turned to stamps 
and the friend said, “Wait a min- 
ute, Norman, I have something 
to show you” Thereupon he open- 
ed a small safe and took out a 
stock book which was jam-packed 
with lc errors, 

Brock dickered for the entire 
batch—the equivalent of approxi- 
mately 200 pairs, including a few 
strips containing two complete 
blocks. He bought them all, pay- 
ing around $5 per pair. 

The San Antonio dealer took 
the stamps with him to the SPA 
stamp convention, that year held 
fin Newark, N. J. There he met 
George McCabe. the part-time 
dealer from Troy, Pa. who had 
figured so prominently in mere 
chandising the largest find of the 
le errors that were discovered, ig 
Birmingham, Ala. 

McCabe and Brock got together 
and finally McCabe bought the 
entire holding. He wholesaled 
these, for the most part, selling 
them for $8.50 and $9 per pair, 
This was under the New York 
market at the time for in the 
metropolis the pairs were retail- 
ing at $11 

When the errors first turned 
up in San Antonio, that hustling 
Texas city must have resembled 
Birmingham, Ala., when the le 
error was found there. Brock 
stated: “I believe that in all ap- 
proximately 200 1c pairs and 200 
le blocks were found in the San 
Antonio vost office. 

Actually, there may have been 
more blocks than pairs, because 
I had a better sale for pairs than 
I did for blocks and I must have 
torn up 15 or 20 blocks so that I 
could sell them as pairs. I believe 
that I. was able to buy up 
approximately two-thirds of the 
total find. 

Practically all of the collectors 
in San Antonio were in on the 
find and everybody seemed te 
have some. The dealers were sell- 
ing the le pairs for $1 and $2 to 
$5. Everyone seemed anxious and 
ready to sell them, and I bought 
them right and left.”
